Another important factor in the ait- 
vation, he added, would be the loss of 
“good *" by the European coun- 
tries. 

Taking up the Latin American 
field, Dr. Pratt sald American trade 
development in those countries -long 
had been hampered by long-term 
credit extended by European nations. 

“After her present debts are liqui- 
dated,” he asserted, “Hurope will be 
unprepared to keep her working cap- 
ital tied up in a floating debt, and 
Kuropean manufacturers will be no 
more willing to give long-time credit 
than our own. Again, we will be on 
a parity with Buropean nations.” 

Reviewing the situation in Latin 
American countries, Dr. .Pratt said 
the war had dealt them a hard blow: 
their products were tled up in their 
warehouses for the most part and 
must be held or sold at a loss. In 
suggesting ways to aid these countries 
and stimulate American trade with 
them, he said extension of long-time 
credit, the organization of a syndicate 
pool to make specific advances, the 
purchase in the United States of 
latin-American securities, and the 
establishment of American banks In 
those countries were the plans that 
had been proposed. 

The last suggestion, he said, was the 

most important and the other three 
depended largely upon its accomplish- 
ment. He urged amendment of the 
national banking laws to permit banks 
to hold a limited amount of stock in 
“oversea” banks, established exclu- 
sively for forefgn trade business, and 
also «the establishment of joint 
branches of the reserve banks in for- 
eign countries. 
. Dr, Pratt cited the experience of 
English and German banks in Latin 
America to show that the business was 
profitable. Last year, he said, 
English banks, long established, had 
declared dividends of from 10 to 20 
per cent, while the newer German 
institutions recorded profits of from 
5 to 10 per cent.

HE City Council yesterday adopted 
the regulationiess report of its 
Public Utilities Committee on the 
“Jitney” bus problem, and directed the 
City Attorney to prepare an ordinance 
along those lines. That official left 
last night for Sacramento, so there 
will be no action until his return.

their ears so full of protests from 
business men and organizations that 
they will change their attitude. 

The Realty Board will meet today 
and it was stated last night that this 
body will likely be heard from on th 
Council's proposal to let the “jitne 
menace continue virtually unreg- 
ulated, retarding traffic, running down 
pedestrians, injuring passengers, and 
making a nuisance of itself generally 
while the public is at its mercy. 

Mayor Rose Was among the first te 
see and condemn the backboneless 
method of the Council in dealing with 
so vital a proposition. Last night His 
Honor sent a letter to The Times in 
which he says over his signature: 

“I have looked over the ordinance 
proposed by the Public Utilities 
Committee and ordered drafted by 
the Council, and find it falls far short 
of the regulations, which, I feel sure, 
the merchants and business Men gen- 
erally have a right to expect. In par- 
ticular, that provision giving autobus 
applicants the otpion of choosing 
their own routes I believe to be utter- 
ly wrong in principle, in that it is an 
abdication of the supervisoral powers 
of the city authorities. If the auto- 
busses are common as I am 
bound to regard them, and, as I am 
morally certain, the State tion 
will so hold, then it is absurd to rele- 


ignorant and wntrained men, a priv- 
ilege that should be jealously guarded 
by the city. We grant no such priv- 
liege to the responsible street car 
companies and why we should deliver 
our streets over to the irresponsible 
jitmey-bus drivers is an amazing lapse 
of common sense. 
PROTECTION LACKING. 

“I gay ‘irresponsible’ for, in addi- 
tion to the blanket right-of-way, 
yielded without due compensation to 
the city, absolutely no provision is 
made for the protection of passengers 
who may come to grief through acci- 
dents, pedestrians who may meet with 
injury through carelessness of driv- 
ers or redress for property damaged 
by them. This total disregard of a 
constant menace to the public welfare 
is a blunder that is bound to prove 
reactive. The people using the jitneys 
and injured by them will be the first 
to decry the non-action of the City 
Council in this regard and will visit 
their disapprobation on the officials 
responsible in no uncertain manner.

FAIRNESS IN TRADE RIVALRIES. |

It has been clear that 
thie rule of liability for the results of con- 
certed attacks on business prosveritv ap- 
plies alike to organizations of emplovees 
and aggregations of capital, and is not ab 
tered or suspended by the fact that the 
men resorting to these unfair means of in- 
dustrial warfare are members of a trades 
union and are seeking by such methods of 
bringing about reeults not in any way un- 
lawful in themselves. The only startling 
thing about the decision which closes the 
Danbury case is that the Supreme Court 
carries its previous holdings to their logical 
conclusions. Those who thought the court 
would find some way of stopping short of

and industrial competition must be fair, 
and not merely destructive and injurious. 
It means that a trades union may not de 
stroy the business of a manufacturing con- 
cern by methods which would not be per- 
mitted to a trade rival of that concern, and 
that whoever makes wanton war. individ- 
ually or collectively, on the business pros- 
perity of another, must be prenared to 
make good the consequences in dollars and 
cents. It means also that out of the ruc 
tion and travail, out of the tniuetice which 
will undoubtedly be done tn individual in- 
stances, there is developing a new, definite 
and wholesome doctrine for the guidance 
of our industrial and commercial relation- 
shins, a growing realization that the ban 
of the law ought not to be directed acatnat 
trades unions as such or large combina- 
tions of cavital ag such, but rather acainst 
their unfair. destructive and unwholesome 
practices, wherever manifested and to the 
extent manifested. 

‘ Instead of disbanding the union or die 
membering the efficient tndvstrial combl- 
nation, society will seek rather to prevent 
and punish the improper practices. Instead 
of dissolving the combination, society is 
coming to see that the sensible thing fs to 
enjoin and punish ite objectionable acts. 
Instead of waging war on the forms of 
organization which capital and labor 
most suitable for their industrial efficiency, 
the law will hold to strict accountability 
the individual’ in those organizations who 
resort to unfair practices and inflict wanton 
injuries. Thus will society come more and 
more to protect itself without trying to 
turn back the economic clock, and thus 
will the law come more and more abreast 
of the actualities of the business life 


today.

Local representatives at Sacramento 
have been written to with a request 
that in the passage of this bill con- 
sideration be given to its application 
to the tens of thousands of idle, but 
fertile, acres of land in the mountains 
adjoining this city. Privately owned, 
this land has never been open for set- 
tlement. No water has been de- 
veloped, no trees planted. No attempt 


has been made to settle it, although 
there is abundant room for hundreds 


of families that could make more than.

a living through the raising of fruit, 
poultry, garden truck, etc. 

It is argued that such settlement,
